D. fault, and, seeing how it espe- 
cially, polluted a former administra- 
tion, you should not wonder if some- 
body tells you that this is a case 
where either the president shuts up 
or the association shuts down. 

Recommendations and opinions 
very properly come up in the presi- 
dent's reports and meaaages. 

" We," the American deaf being 
the N. A. D. ( or its representative 
during its recess, the Executive 
Committee ), the laws, the 
machinery, have no use for your 
opinions and gratituous advices 
given in an unwarranted manner 
during the deliberations ; and 
"we," the afore-mentioned public, 
members or committeemen, do not 
desire to have our competency to 
attend to our own business, called 
in question by you or any body else 
whom we elevate to your position to 
keep the machinery in a running 
order.

The forty-Heventh anniversary — 
the Presentation Day ExerciHes — of 
Gallaadet will go down in her 
history as one of the most impressive 
and memoral>le of all such ocea 
sions.

The Nebraska Iniquity. 

Editor Journal: — As every- 
body interested in the education of 
the American deaf knows by this 
tiniM, the oralomolocbists have 
achieved a signal tiiuinph in Ne- 
t>raHka. 

A bill making the oral method 
compulsory at the Omaha School 
was passed by the Legislature over 
tbe protests of the discriiuinatiim 
and educated deaf, and was signed 
by Governor Chester. H. Aldricli^ 
note the name well — in the (ace of 
the protests of these same etiucaleil 
deaf, backed t»y those of teachers 
from the School, and is now a law. 

The bill was introduced by 
Senator Barlling "l»y lequest." 
The party making the request was 
the parent of two deaf-mute t)oys; 
back of this parent was tbe so calletl 
Nebraska Association for tbe Pro- 
motion of tbe Teaching of Speech to 
tbe Deaf, and back of this Associa- 
tion was tbe Associaliou that owns 
the Volta Bureau, that publishes 
the Volta Review and whose oJiject 
is lo bring all American deaf-mute 
children within the scope of a 
method that presses a band of 
steel and crown of thorns upon their 
mental and spiritual brow. 

It is statetl that money was used 
lo secure the passage of the bill and 
that falsehood and misrepresenta- 
tion were freely resorted to in the 
lobby. 

The text of tbe bill (Senate File, 
No. 173, Battling, by request) is as 
follows :

The writer beli»-vesthat it would 
not be a diificult matter to prove 
the bill unconstitutional. He be- 
lieves that no court eonid compel the 
trustees of the Nebraska .School to 
obey .Section 2 of the law, requiriuK 
them to pay to the parent or guaradi 
an of any deaf-mute child within the 
Slate a certain sum of money from 
the appropriations ma»le for the 
dire<;t and specinl maintenance of 
tbe Net)raska School, in order to 
pay for the education of such child 
elsewhere. He believes that on this 
ground alone tbe new "law' ' could 
and should l>« declared of no 
effect. 

At the same time, be has been 
informed that the Trustees are su- 
pine nml indifferent, and do nothing 
in the matter, one going so far as to 
acknowledge in a newspa(^>er inter- 
view his entire ignorance of methods 
of deaf-mute ctlucation. The su- 
perinlen<lent and leatrhers have 
their hands tied. The foremost of 
Nebraska's deaf, and those who 
would otherwise have taken the 
lead in a determined and bitter fight 
against this wicke<lness are employ- 
ed at the school, and are not free 
agents. 

If anything is to Iw done, it must 
lie done by tbe rleaf at large. Ne- 
braska's cause in this matter is tbe 
cause of the organized deaf in every 
state of the Union. The evil that 
overtook Nebraska yeslertlay may 
overtake your own .Stute to-morrow. 
Already the exultant oralo- 
molocliisti) are laying plans to re- 
peat the tactioa and extend tbeir 
warfare. 

It is clearly a case for tht* inter- 
r '>r the National Asmjcialion 

'<!af, antl the wiiter would 
leMpwctfully BUgKest that the fight

Currier, of the 
Fanwood School, uitido their flist 
Coinnninion, and later in I he 
uioruinv received from the haiidM 
of HiH Qrace, the Rev. John M. 
Farley, the Arclnisliop of New 
York, the rite of Confirmation. 

The ceremoniPH atUMidant tliereon 
were both impreNHive and edifying;, 
and in conneclion with the HJlent 
coiuinunicantH, letlMoted on the 
paiuHtaking efTort.s and undeniable 
intereHt shown by the Rev. M. R. 
McCarthy, S. .1., in tlie si>irilu)il 
welfare ol the de«f of New York 
and New Jersey. 

'I'he gray and lilack stripeil cadet 
nnlfornis of the Fiinwood boys jrave 
a soil of niiliiary aN|)c<'t lo the 
euNenibl(>, ihon^'li I he little girls 
from the urand old hcIiooI only a 
few blocks from Si. Rose'.s, were at- 
tired with as much distinction in 
white, Willi wreaths and veils, and 
white gloves, as their more favored 
young licariitir sisifrs who tuivo 
their homes in the i^irish. 

The whole centre aisle of ihej 
Church was reserved for the first 
commnni(!antH, and at eight o'clock, 
Mhs.s began, with Rc^v. Falher Dyer 
ct'lebraiil. The cliildien leceivcil 
the EuchaiisI from the hands of 
Father McCiie and Fnllier Triicy,. 
After the Mitss, the parish 
children went to lireakfasl at thnir 
respective homes, while the <Ieaf 
boys and girls weie guests of the 
Xavler E|)h|>hetH S(»ciety at a 
repast in a nearby ref(»ctory, the 
spread beiiiu wtdl nigh ix'ifecl for 
an early moining ajtpetite. 

Again assembling In the lower 
Church the coming of Mis (Irace, 
the Archliishop was awaited with 
avidity, and close upon lh<-H|Mventh 
hour the procession was formed 
and the young candidMles. with a 
dozen or moie converts, were 
neated in their places and llisCJrace 
and assistant priests weieeven then 
ready lo receive them. 

Attired in full Pontifical robe.s, 
the Archbishifi whs allended by his 
secretary, Rt. Rev. Minisiunor 
Lewis, with Rev. Daniel Quinn, S. 
J., President of Fordhain Univer- 
uity; Rev. M. R. McCarthy, S J., 
of St. FraaciH Xavier's; the Rector 
of St. Rose's, Rev. Father McCue, 
aud Rev. Falher Dyer and Rev. 
Father Tracy assisting. While 
Heated, facing the as.sembly, the 
church being literally packed with 
the Friends, relatives of the chil- 
dren, and parishioners, the Arch- 
bishop delivered a stirring sermon. 
Ere beginning administering the 
lites he referred lo Father Mo- 
Caithy an tlie pastoi of tlie New 
York Deaf, and said he would 
speak to the deaf children about to 
be oenflrmed. In signs that were 
graphic, Father McCarthy said: 

•' The Arohbifihop has kin<liy in 
vited me to say a words lo you on 
this sacred occasion. You are well 
aware tliat in liaptism your souls 
were purilicil from original sin. 
Now in Confirmation you are called 
to become soldiers in the army of 
the Lord. The Holy S[»iril conit<s 
from heaven to give yon strength 
uod courage for tiie lialtle. Open 
your hearts, then, to receive His 
gifts, and go foiward not in fear or 
nhame, but valiantly as warriors 
under tlie lead of the Church." 

The sponsors at the ceremony 
were Mrs. (.Miarles Daly, jMiss Rose 
Kelly, Mr. James Brady and Dr. R. 
Emmet VValsh. 

CVinoliidiiiu the ndmiiiisterintr of 
the Sacrament, the Archbishop 
npnk(« at some length on the value 
of Catholic teligious instruction in 
oonnection with ediit-ation, and ad- 
monished the ParishioneiM of St. 
Rose on the iicd of their having a 
Paiochical School. Again address 
ing the children, all arose, and with 
raised hands, promised to abs'ain 
from the use of intoxicants until 
their twenty-first birthday. Sol- 
emn Henedi(!lion, with ilis Grace 
as celebrant, couclnded the cere 
monies. 

Kefore leaving the sftcristy the 
three blind and deaf pupils of I'rof. 
Currier were granted a personal 
interview wii.li tti« distinguislied ec- 
clesiastic, and each, in Hirn, Misses 
llopkinson, Pedei.soii and McGirr, 
seemed to convince the Archbishop 
of Fanwooil's educational standing 
by speaking orally to him in Latin, 
Father McCarthy interpreting his 
reinarka. 

Coming from the altar Ilis Cra<!e 
granted all the deaf boys mid girls, 
witii Rev. Messrs. Mdionnell from 
St. Joseph's Meminaiy; an<l Dore, 
Mr. O'Hrion and Mr. Fogarty, old 
Kanwoodites, imd Misses Annie 
t'oughlin aufl Kale Slaas, and Miss 
Antiie Ryan, another audience, 
thioiigh Father Mi^Carlhy's help 
as inteipreler, telling them how 
much he felt for them in their af- 
fliction, how glad he wafl to see the 
goo«l thai was being <lone foi them 
in aspiriiual and edncatioiutl sense, 
Htid how Hiire lie was, that their 
buppiuesn in Heaven would lie 



doubled for the reason they were 
deprived of the sense of hearing 
and speech, and in some oases of 
sight on earth. lie admonished all 
to lead upright lives. And follow- 
ing this the deaf present received 
the archbishopical blessing. And 
through all the ceremonies, wliich 
His Grace took part, the presence of 
Principal Currier attested his 
fatherly interest in his silent charges 
reflecting on his long connection 
with children of all creeds, and 
indicating his embodiment of the 
nol>le trait possessed by his prede- 
cessor, the eminent Dr. Isaac Lewis 
Peel.

Report ok thb Committhr on 

Printing. 
To the Executive Committee of the 
N. A. D. 

Genile7neti : Among other things 
the undersigned Committee on Print- 
ing, were authorized to print the 
proceedings of the last convention. 
We find, however, that owing in a 
measure to the increased cost of 
labor and material, it will take con- 
siderably more than the amount in 
the treasury now available, and we 
therefore deem it advisable to report 
to the Kxecutive Committee before 
proceeding. 

While the Secretary has had his 
report of the proceedings practically 
finished since last October, there are a 
number of papers and re])orts not yet 
in, so an accurate estimate of the 
number of pages cannot be given. 
It will, however, not be less than 200, 
and will more likely be 250 pages, 
if all pages are printed without 
abridgment. 

To print five hundred copies, 250 
pages, allowing $50.00 for half tones, 
will cost about $450.1x1. Postage 
and mailing about $50.00 additional. 
Total $500.00. To print one thous- 
and copies instead of five hundred 
will cost alxiut $50 00 additional. 

The report of the St. Louis con- 
vention contains 257 pages, and cost 
for printing $473.86, including 
$9 1 . 1 6 for half tones. Mailing, etc. , 
cast $63.00 additional, making a total 
of $536.86. 

The Report of the Chicago , Con- 
gress contains 262 pages ; the St. 
f^aul convention 85 pages ; the Nor- 
folk report 85 pages. The cost of 
lhe.se rejxjrts is not known'to your 
committee. 

The best bid in the opinion of the 
Committee has been received from 
Norman V I.^wis, of Los Angeles, 
a deaf gentleman, and as it would 
be a great advantage to have the 
work done where the Secretary can 
look after it in per.son we recoinmeiid 
that the contract be awarded to him, 
subject however to the ability of the 
treasury to meet the expense. 
. We recommend that a charge of 
50 cts. be made to members, and 75- 
cts. to nou members, and that post 
cards be sent out to ascertain how 
many copies are desired at these 
figures, to ser\'e as a guide in deter- 
mining the number of copies to be 
printeii.
